He stated that the people in biblical 
times knew good seed, and even 
Christ referred to the good and bad 
seed in the parable of the sower. 
The psalmist also referred to the 
man going out to sow, and bringing 
in the sheaves. 

The Canadian Seed Growers’ asso- 
ciation started im a small way in On- 
tario, where Dr. Robertson, one of 
the principal instigators of the move- 
ment interested the children in the 
school house and gave them prizes for 
picking the largest and best samples 
of grain each year and planting the 
seeds, and in this way. the quality of 
the seed was improved. The seed was 
handled in the same manner as a live 
stock man would select the best ani- 
mals for a herd. 

One of the first places in Alberta 
where an effort was made to select 
seed was at Asker. The principle of 
the association was that a man must 
always try to improve the seed by 
keeping the seed bred up. Good seed 
tends to good agriculture, good citizen- 
ship and good home-making. If a man 
is interested in improving seed he will 
“stick” and will build a good home.

Rates Adjustment Gives 
Thousands To Farmers 


Ottawa, Sept. 3—The situation that 
has arisen over the railway commis- 
sion’s judgment in the Vancouver 
grain rates case is unparalleled in the 
history of the tribunal. The chief 
commissioner and Commissioner Oli- 
ver direct that grain exported by the 
Pacific route shall be carried at the 
same jroportionate rate as that which 
is carried eastward. The other three 
commissioners, Maclean, Boyce and 
Lawrence, adopt a “resolution” dis- 
senting from the judgment. On one 
side are the two members of the trial 
board who constituted the trial court 
in the case, and whose decision ‘goes’. 

On the other side is a majority of 
the tribunal, but made up of commis- 
sioners who did not sit on the case. 
The latter raise no question affecting 
the merits, but base their “resolution” 
on the fact that as a general equaliza- 
tion of rates is impending is it un- 
wise to deal at this stage specifically 
with the Pacific export rate. From 
this view the chief commissioner dis- 
sents. 

The matter is discussed consider- 
ably ‘today but ther appears no 
doubt that the order directing the 
filing of lower tariffs by the railways 
prevails, and that the rates will be ef- 
fective by September 15. The other 
side is not a dissenting judgment, but 
simply a sort of dignified protest 
from commissioners who were not on 
the case. The act permits of two 
members constituting a quorum in 
any application. The outcome is a 
win for the British Columbia govern- 
ment and one that is certain to de- 
velop the movement of grain through 
Pacifie channels. 

Thousands for Alberta 

Edmonton, Sept. 3—Thousands of 
dollars will be saved in freight 
charges to Alberta farmers as the re- 
sult of the order of the railway com- 
mission equalizing westbound with 
eastbound rates on grain and flour for 
export, said S. B. Woods, K.C., Al- 
berta counsel for the removal of 
freight rates discrimination. It seems 
clear that a big impetus will be given 
shipments of this season's crop over 
the western route. 

This equalization of rates was 
something that both Alberta and 
British Columbia governments, as 
well as the Edmonton Board of Trade 
has been strongly contending for. 

Mr. Woods is of the opinion that 
the order means the establishment of 
a Crow’s Nest rate on grain and flour 
that is shipped westward for export. 
As a result, the shipments of grain 
westward from points in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan will no doubt reach a 
large volume. 

Another important point is that 
the order means that there will be a 
saving of 3% cents per hundred pounds 
on grain and flour shipped to the 
coast, as compared with the present 
rate,

Richmond Hill, Sept. 5. — Partia- 
ment is dissolved. Addressing his con- 
stituents of North York here this af- 
ternoon the premier declared his in- 
tention to appeal to the polls. The 
date of the coming elections was of- 
ficially announced to be Thursday, Oc- 
tober 29, 

Two cabinet changes were indicated 
by Mr. King: 

1. Hon. J. A. Robb. minister of im- 
migration and acting minister of 
finance, becomes minister of finance 
in the stead of Rt. Hon. W. 8, Field- 
ing. { 

2. Hon. G. N. Gordon, deputy speak- 
er of the house of commons, becomes 
minister of immigration in the stead 
of Mr. Robb. 

The premier announced also that 
Sir Henry Thornton's contract as 
president of the Canadian National 
Railways had been renewed for a fur- 
ther period. { 

In his speech the premier dealt at 
length with the record of his admin- 
istration. He cited four reasons why 
he considered there should be an ap- 
peal to the polls—-the necessity of 
dealing with the problems of trans- 
portation, immigration, fiscal ques- 
tions and the senate. These were 
questions, the premicr argued, which 
could only be handled by a house of 
commons fresh fro the people and 
with a mandate divas arry out their 
will, “I do not believe,” he aded, 
“that any one of the four can be 
dealt with effectively by a government 
which is not supported by a substan- 
tial majority in the house of com- 
mons.” 

Mr. King claimed that under his ad- 
ministration deficits in the public fin- 
ances had been changed to surpluses. 
The government had reduced taxation 
he sald, adding: 

“We must reduce taxes. We must 
put an end to deficits. We must re- 
duce our national debt. Whilst aim- 
ing at a further reduction in the pub- 
lic debt, we must aim also at a fur- 
ther reduction in the income tax and 
the sales tax.” 

In the finances of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways also, deficits—such 
was the premier’s contention — had 
been changed to surpluses under Lib- 
eral administration, In the calendar 
years 1920-21 the Canadian National, 
he said, had a total operating deficit 
of forty-four million dollars; in the 
three years 1922-25-24 there was a to- 
tal operating surplus of forty millions. 

He thought amalgamation of the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
Pacific would result in the most com- 
plete monopoly and, for his own part 
he was unalterably opposed to mono- 
polies of any kind. He thought there 
were measures, however, which could 
be adopted to the advantage of both 
systems. Why, suggested the — pre- 
mier, should there not be some system 
of railway service control? Why 
should not a considerable saving be 
effected by running rights being 
granted by each railway to the other? 
Why should not one union depot serve 
the purpose of two; the solution of 
the railway problem was one which 
must not be delayed, but it would 
only be worked out by a government 
which had a strong support in parlia- 
ment. 

The government's policy was one of 
no monopoly on land or sea, The 
death of Sir William Petersen had 
occasioned some delay and alteration 
in the government’s intention to cope 
with the problem. 

In immigration, Canada required a 
vigorous policy and, within the past 
few days, an arrangement had been 
come to between the department of 
immigration and the railway compan- 
ies whereby their agencies overseas 
will be brought into more effective co- 
operation with each other, 

On the tariff, there must be an ef- 
fort to find a middle path between ex- 
tremes, “What we require,” said the 
premier, “is a commonsense _ tariff, 
not a tariff based on any economic 
theory to be made to prevail to the ex- 
clusion of all others; a tariff to the 
general interest of all classes and of 
all parts. The tariff policy must be

‘The Hog 
Market 


Starting the month of August at $13 
for thick smooths, the price of hogs 
was subject to some fluctuations in 
the early part of the month. The mar- 
ket was stronger at the close of the 
month at $138.50 for thick smooths, 
and $14.88 for select bacon hogs, 
Our market values are now running 
considerably ahead of hog prices in 
the United States, the main reason 
being strong markets for bacon in 
Great Britain. In the past few weeks, 
owing to offerings being below the de- 
mand, prices of bacon on British mar- 
kets have risen from six to eight 
shillings per cwt. <A recent cabled 
quotation from London, quotes the 
following bacon prices: 

Canadian baled bacon, 130s to 136s 
per 112 Ibs., (28% to 29%e Ib). boxes 
126s to 1384s (2714 to 29¢ Ib); Irish 
188s to 148s (29% to 382c); Danish 
140s to 142s (801% to 30%c). 

It is notable that the report states 
there were no supplies on offer from 
the United States, and that bacon 
supplies were very scarce. <As_ has 
often been pointed out, although the 
British markets are reported to be 
very insistent upon quality, and to 
be willing to pay well for it, they have 
been accustomed to consume _ large 
quantities of bacon from the United 
States, fat and low grade according 
to the standards of the market; but 
taken willingly enough by consumers 
when offered at a sufficiently low 
American packers had to dis- 


price. 
pose of such bacon in the British 
market because they had nowhere 


else to send it. Now, with the short- 
age that has developed in the hog 
supply of the United States, there is 
no longer any surplus of bacon from 
the United States that has to be sold 
in England. The other countries have 
no surplus to make up this deficiency, 
and the price of bacon rises in conse- 
quence. 

The rise in price of Canadian hogs, 
coincident with declines on markets 
in the United States, has decreased 
the movement of Canadian hogs across 
the border. Up to the end of July, 
some 75,000 Canadian hogs had been 
shipped across the border this year, 
criefly from Alberta, to markets in 
the far western states. 

Calgary and Edmonton markets 
have continued on a practical equality 
with those at Winnipeg. 

Heavy hogs have been discounted 
about $1.00 per hundred from. thick 
smooth price, and extra heavies $1.50. 
Shop hogs, owing to the fact that 
receipts are light, and all hogs in de- 
mand, have sold almost up to thick- 
smooth prices, and in some cases 
quite up to that level. There has been 
little discrimination between No, 1 
and No. 2 sows, at prices from $2.50 


to $3.00 below thick smooth prices—

Accepting Failure 
Too Easily 


Success, in the fine use of that term, 
is not easy of attainment. Not to 
succeed may not always be blame- 
worthy. Conditions and circumstances 
sometimes seem to present a_ too- 
heavy handicap against a man to al- 
low for the finest kind of success. 
In that case the grateful, or even 
goodnatured, acceptance of a degree 
of failure may be in order, 

But accepting failure is always ser- 
ious business; and accepting it too 
easily or too lightly is a fatal thing 
indeed. 

We have heard men in the high call- 
ing of tho ministry show a good deal 
of ingenuity in explaining why they 
hadn't done better. They had their 
quite diverse reasons, and perhaps 
there was a point to them all, and 
couldn’t help but feel sympathetic 
and sorry. And yet it is a bad busi- 
ness when a man lets himself down 
too easily. A higher standard, a 
greater energy, a broader sympathy, 
a more intelligent facing of the situ- 
ation, might have made a great differ- 
ence. To blame oneself when he has 
done his best with his chances is a 
mistake, but to blame one’s chances 
when he ought to blame himself is a 
greater mistake still. 

A certain well-known editor had a 
habit of saying that any average man 
might succeed if he were willing to 
pay the price of success. That may 
be an exaggeration, eyen though there 
is much truth in it, but the price of 
any real success in any sphere is scl- 
dom a small or easy one, And a part 
of the price is a resolute determina- 
tion to keep standards up and refuse 
any sanctions to second best—New 
Outlook. 


Premier Tells World 
Of Alberta Resources 


Premier Greenfield is at his best 
when making a speech, and at his 
very best when making an address 
to people outside of the province who 
are interested in the wealth and the 
development of Alberta. He made a 
telling address to the convention of 
Dominion Chartered Accountants, in 
session at Banff, when he addressed 
tho opening meeting on Tuesday. “The 
development of .Ajberta’s natural re- 
sources is only in its infancy,” he 
said, “Our coal resources are fairly 
well known and as soon as the mar- 
ket is found, the present capital and 
equipment can handle three times the 
output. After the American oil fields 
are all developed, Alberta's great oil 
potentialities may only be estimated, 
The immense timber stands in this 
province are little appreciated, al- 
though development is progressing 
rapidly today, Alberta’ supplies a 
quarter of the total wheat output of 
the Dominion. During the last three 
years this province has exported hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
butter and eggs to the Old Country, 
and in ten years they will be export- 
ing corn,” declared Premier Green- 
field in his address. 


Alberta Has More Assets 
Than Any of the Provinces 


Every day or so we get information 
about the public debts of the prov- 
inces, and Alberta ranks very high. 
Then) a percapita calculation is made, 
and even then the Alberta figure is 
high. But not often is very much ‘ever 
published about the assets of the prov- 
ince. An eastern financial publication 
in the current issue publishes the to- 
tal assets of the different provinces. 
Taking the population at the last Do- 
minion census, the per capita assets 
have been figured out, and then Al- 
berta ranks first. That is something 
that should not be overlooked.

Red Cross Appeal To 
Farmers of Alberta 


Carrying out a policy which was 
found quite successful in former years 
the Alberta division of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society is making an ap- 
peal to farmers for donations of grain 
to be contributed in lieu of their an- 
nual membership fee or contribution 
to this worthy organization. 

Cooperating, as in the past, with 
the Red Cross, the grain companies 
of the province will aid in the col- 
lection of grain from the farmers for 
this purpose, certain regulations be- 
ing observed, 

Elevator agents are not expected 
to solicit grain contributions, but 
Red Cross representatives will make 
a personal solicitation of the farmers 
in each district. The farmer will re- 
ceive a cash ticket which will be en- 
dorsed and returned to the Alberta 
division of the Canadian Red Cross at 
Calgary, 

The attention of farmers will be at- 
tracted by pusters, which will be dis- 
played at the country elevators. 


KEEP CHICKENS AWAY 
FROM STRAW STACKS 


LARGE PERCENTAGE OF DISEASE | 
CAUSED BY NEW MOULDY 
GRAIN 


Threshing time brings with it an 
increase in poultry diseases and in- 
festations. As a consequence im- 
mense losses occur every year at 
this time. 

Much of the loss in poultry flocks 
at this time of the year is due to the 
fact that chickens are allowed to run 
around straw piles after threshing, 
where grain is plentiful. The grain 
is easily found and chickens eat a 
lot of new grain. While the grain it- 
self is not poisonous, there is a great 
danger of fowls overloading their di-! 
gestive systems, 

On many farms the chickens have 
gone without grain food since early 
spring when green feed became plenti- 
ful, so that the sickness which occurs | 
in poultry following threshing time 
is due to digestive troubles, which 
lower the vitality of the fowl to such 
an extent that cholera, tuberculosis, 
and other familiar poultry diseases 
have a chance to develop. Fresh or 
new grain is harmful to 
turkeys. 

Another cause of loss at this time 
of the year is ptomaine poisoning, 
caused by the birds eating mouldy 
grain that has been cleaned out of 
grain bins in preparation for the next 
crop. Farmers may cause consider- 
able loss among their poultry flocks 
if they attempt to save mouldy grain 
by feeding it to chickens. 

Chickens should be kept away from 
the straw stacks, if this is possible,

If many birds are dy- 
ing just after bins have been cleaned, 
if possible they should be shut in a 
dry yard or building and given Ep-

comparative figures in brackets: 
Forest products, $80,702,000 ($86,- 
674,400; agriculture, $60,029,224 
($59,189,798); mines, $48,704,604 
($41,304,320); and fisheries, $21,256, 
965 ($20,795,923). 


Canada’s ordinary revenue for the 
four months of the present fiscal 
year ended July 31 last, shows an in- 
crease of $2,932,163 over the sama 
four-month period last year, accord- 
ing to a statement made by the De- 
partment of Finance. Ordinary rev- 
enue for the four months of 1925 
amounted to $141,739,416. Ordinary 
expenditures during the four-month 
period show a decrease from $96,- 
646,641 in 1924 to $95,655,692 this 
year. 


George H. Ham, known through- 
out Canada as the Grand Old Man

On July %th, the Great Western 
Railway inaugurated the fastest train 
in the British Iempire, and possibly 
the fastest booked train in the world 
at the present time, This train was 
booked to run from Swindon to Lon- 
don, 77.25 miles in 75 minutes, or at 
an average speed of 61.8 miles per 
hour, The first day this train ran, 
it accomplished the journey in 72 min- 
utes, nearly half of distance being 
covered at from 72 to 77 miles per 
hour. The locomotive of the 4-6-0 
wheel arrangement was No, 2915, 
“Saint Bartholomew" with two cylin- 
ders, and the train weighed about 300 
long tons without the engine. 
On a more recent occasion, this 
train attained a speed of 74 m.p.h. 
within the first five miles of Swindon, 
on the dead level, and for the next 
12 miles speed fluetuated between 
72.50 and 77.50 mep.. when the train 
was checked for signals, It aeceler- 
ated to 70.50 miles per hour within 
the next four miles. This was follow- 
ed by a maximum of 76.50 m.p.h. fol- 
lowed by a check to 72.50 m.p.h. and 
a further acceleration to 79 m.p.h. 
The last 18 miles were run slowly to 
avoid a too early arrival, and the run 
was completed in two minutes less 
than the scheduled time.
